Covered by Insurance. 

The big five-story building, : 
was valued at from $50,000 to $60,009, 
was completely destroyed, as was the’ 
stock of the company. The stock was 
valued at $150,000. Fifty thousand dol- 
lars in insurance was carried on the 
pbuilding and the stock of goods was 
insured for $150,000. 

All that is left of the building are the 
four walls. One of these walls, which 
overtops the S. H. Kress store on the 
north side will be pulled down today, on 
orders of building Inspector Ed Rk. 
Hays. This wall has sagged several 
feet and there is fear that it will col- 
lapse. The wal against the Davison- 
Paxon-Stokes building will also be 
partially torn down today. 

Employees of the Kress store—125 in 
in number—will be transferred to the 
other Kress bganches in the city until 
the J. P. Allen wall is torn down and 
all danger of the wall collapsing on 
the Kress store has past. About 150 
employees of the Allen company will 
be out of work for a short while. 

The fire broke out early Wednesday 
morning on the fifth floor of the build- 
ing. A night watchman in the Kress 
store and an employee of the Cone 
drug store first saw the flames and 
turned in the alarm. 

When tne fire department reached the 
scene the building was wrapped in 
flames and the firemen had an uphill 
fight from the first. Under the direc- 
tion of Chief Cody the men entered 
the building and fought the fire from 
the inside until they were driven out 
by the smoke and excessive heat.

GERENTS ASKED TO STATE AIMS 


Allies and Germans 
Are Both Declared 
Guilty of Brutality 


French Appreciative of the 
Services Rendered by 
Americans, But British 
Have Little Use for United 
States, Says Dr. W. P. Nic- 
olson, Jr. 


Dr. William Perrin Nicolson, Jr., is 
back in Atlanta after a six months’ 
stay as a member of the medical staff 
of Dr. Joseph A. Blake's hospital, near 
Paris, in France. 

Although the central powers’ offer 
of peace was made after he left France, 
Dr. Nicolson is of the opinion that the 
entente allies will not likely agree to 
peace at present, unless terms not now 
indicated are offered by the central 
powers. 

Dr. Nicolson was in Germany.at the 
outbreak of the war, and this is his 
second trip to France since the war 
began. 

His first trip’ to France was as a 
member of the American ambulance 
corps. This time he was a member of 
the staff of Dr. Blake’s hospital, a re- 
nowned institution, which treats many 
hundreds of wounded soldiers. 

Not in Range of Shells. 


Dr. Blake’s hospital, or “hospital 
complimentaire,” as it is called, is lo- 
cated some 20 miles to the’ south of 
Paris. While it is within earshot of 
the big guns along the battle front it 
is well out of range. 

Dr. Nicolson, however, was once with- 
in range of the German guns. This 
was when he visited Dr. Carrell’s hos- 
pital, at Compeigne. “This town,” he 
said, “is well within the range of the 
Suns, and is shelled about once a 
month by the Germans just for the 
sake of reminding the French that they 
Can do it.” 

Dr. Nicolson was high in his praise 
of the spirit of the French nation. He 
declared that he had never seen any- 
thing like their enthusiasm and forti- 
tude, 

He said also that while many of the 
French and not a few Americans in 
France do not think a great deal of 
the manner in which the American 
Policy toward the German submarine 
campaign has been directed, the French 
as a whole are highly appreciative of 
the many services that Americans have 
rendered them during the war. British- 
ers, he said, have very little use for the 
United States and make no ‘““*bones”’ 
about saying so. 


Brutality on Both Sidex. ' 

“As to brutality,” said Dr. Nicolson, 
“I am convinced that there is brutal- 
ity on both sides of the war. There is 
no question but that some of the 
Stories of brutality on the part of the 
Germans is true. On the other hand, I 
Know that there is an exercise of bru- 
tality among the entente allies also.” 

Dr. Nicolson exhibited two “dum- 
dum” bullets, which, he said, were 
given him by an orderly in the hos- 
pital, who had received them from a 
wounded soldier. “There was some 
question as to whether or not this par- 
ticular orderly was a German spy,” 
said Dr. Nicolson, “but I am informed 


soldiers upon occasions tor certain 
work. Then, of course, it is well known 
that the common practice of both sides 
is to kill all machine gun men who are 
captured. 

Dr. Nicolson said that the French 
wounded hold up with great fortitude 
under the pain and suffering which 
they have to undergo, but that practi- 
cally all of them are afraid of a physi- 
clan or surgeon when they first reach 
a base hospital. The reason for this, 
he said, is because the French sur- 
geons at the front have to wait on so 
many wounded in a limited time that 
great pain is inflicted in treatment. 
“After they have been in a base hos- 
pital for a few days,” he said, “they 
learn that they can be, and are, treat- 
ed more carefully, and, they bear up 
wonderfully well.”

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FREE CLINIC PLAN: 


Treatment of Worthy Poor 
School Children of Atlanta 
Will Begin About January 
1—Report Made by Com- 
mittee Adopted. 


Free dental clinics for the benefit 


- of the worthy poor school children 4

Atlanta, to start about January 15, 
received the unanimous indorsement of 
the Atlanta Society of Dental Surgeons 
at the regular monthly meeting, held | 
last night in the Carnegie library, and 
attended by 26 of its 60-odd members. 

This action was suggested at a meetr 
ing of the Atlanta board of education 
last summer by Dr. W. N. Adkins, medi- 
cal inspector of the public schools of 
Atlanta. With the school board’s sanc- 
tion, Dr. Adkins brought the matter to 
the attention of the dentists. On De- 
cember 11 the society held a called 
meeting at which Dr. Adkins delivered 
an address in which he showed that 
there are probably 2,000 pupils in the 
public schools who need dental work, 
but are unable to have it done on ac- 
count of the financial condition of their 
parents, 

At that meeting Drs. DeLos Hill, C. 
M. Barnwell, M. M. Forbes, M. D. Huff, 
R. L. McComack and S. W. Foster were 
appointed by President K. R. Arm- 
strong to go into the matter fully and 
formulate a report. This committee’s 
report submitted @&st night was heart- 
ily favorable, and contained a definite 
outline for the execution of the plan. 
It was adopted without a dissenting 
vote, following a brief,explanation by 
Chairman Dr. Hill. 

Report of Committee. 

The report of the committee follows 
in part: 

For every member to give two@ consecutive 
one-half hour periods, in his own office, each 
week, operating on pupils brought for his 
attention, without charge, together with the 
necessary plastic materials. 

We recommend two 30-minute consecutive 
periods, so that two children can come to- 
gether, as an older child Can bring a smalier 
one, and thus avoid some older person hav- 
ing to bring them. These patients are to 
report from week to week to the same 
dentist. until their mouths are put in a 
hygienic condition, and proper instruction 
given along a prophylactic line. 

Feeling that there are some members, 
whe for one reason or another, would pre- 
fer to contribute money rather than time 
to this clinic, we feel that they should be 
permitted to do so, and the committee agrees 
to find operators who will devote an extra 
hour each week to the clinic, for which they 
wil! be remunerated. The society is to 
guarantee the payments on the one hand, 
and the operator to make requisition, only 
provided he actually works for the patients 
thus assigned. or is actually idle on account 
of the failure of the patient to appear, on 
the other. 

After much consideration, the committee 


has fixed upon the fee of $1 per hour for 
such services. This may seem small, but

Their interest, moreover, in the 
means to be adopted to relieve the 
smaller and weaker people of the world 
of the peril of wrong and vivlence is as 
quick and ardent as that of any other 
people or gavernment. They 
ready, and even eager, to co-operate in 
the accomplishment of these ends, 
when the war is over, with every in- 
fluence and resource at their command. 
But the war must first be concluded. 
The terms upon which it is to be con- 
cluded they are not at liberty to sug- 
gest, but the president does feel that 
it is his right and his duty to point 
out their intimate interest in its con- 
clusion, lest it should presently be too 
late to accomplish the greater things 
which lie beyond its conclusion, lest the 
situation of neutral nations, now ex- 
ceedingly hard to endure, be rendered 
altogether intolerable, and lest, more 
than all, an injury be done civilization 
itself which can never be atuned for or 
repaired.

No nation in the 
civilized world can be said in truth to 
stand outside its influence or to be safe 
against its disturbing effects. And 
yet the concrete objects for which it is 
being waged have never beer. definitely 
stated. 

“The leaders of the several belliger- 
ents have, as has been said, stated 
those objects in general terms. But, 
stated in general terms, they seem the 
same on both sides. Never yet have 
the authoritative spokesmen of either 
side avowed the precise objects which 
would, if attained, satisfy them and 
their people thax the war had been 
fought out. The world has been left to 
conjecture what definite results, what 
actual exchange of guaranties, what 
political or territorial changes or re- 
adjustments, what stage of -military 
success even, would bring the war to 
an end. 

“It may be that peace is nearer than 
we know: that the terms which the 
belligerents on the one side and on 
the other would deem it necessary to

SHARP CONTROVERSY 
OVER NATIONAL GUARD 


at Hearings 
Before Committees of 


House and Senate. 


Foreshadowed 


Washington, December 
controversy in congress over the future 
of the national guard in the federal 
military system was foreshadowed to- 
day at hearings before committees of 
both the house and senate. 

Major General Scott, chief of staff of 
the army, encountered vigorous cross- 
examination by members of the house 
military committee when he touched 
upon results of the mobilization of the 
State troops for border duty as shown 
in the general staff report, based on 
information furnished by regular army 
inspectors. Conclusions drawn to sup- 
port the contention that the guard sys- 
tem is inefficient and unreliable were 
questioned, and it was indicated that 
the head of the anmy would face 
searching questioning tomorrow. 

The senate subcommittee in charge 
of the Chamberlain universal training 
bill decided to recall General Scott and 
Major General Wood, who described the 
mobilization as a “tragedy” in his di- 
rect hearing before the committee. Both 
officers have been asked to appear for 
cross-examination by Senator Blair 
Lee, a champion of the national guard. 

Question of Service Not Reached. 

The house committee did not go into 
the question of universal pomp 
service recommended by the genera 
and Wood.

The chief of staff had not reached that 
portion of his statement at the close 
of the day’s session. 

Before the Chamberlain committee 
Howard H. Gross, of Chicago, president, 
and Edward Harding, of New York 
city, representing the Universal Mili- 
tary Training league, outlined their 
views. They will be followed tomor- 
row by members of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States and 
later by certain officers and enlisted 
men of the national guard. 

Senator Underwood injected the un!- 
versal service discussion into a debate 
in the senate today, asserting that he 
did not favor compulsory service in 
time of peace 

“I do believe,” he added, “that we 
should have a sufficient standing army 
to prevent any nation from indies 
troops on our shores, able to act as a 
second line of reserve to a great navy 
and defend the country until we could 
raise a volunteer army.” 

When General Scott, before the house 


committee, quoted from the mobiliza- 
tion report to show that out of an en- | 
rolled strength of 95,000 men in certain | 
units of the guard called for border | 
duty, only 47,000 actually were avail- 
able for the federal service, Repre- | 
sentative Anthony, of Kansas, asked 
whether it was fair to judge the na- | 
tional guard system on a mobilization | 
of what was in reality the old organ- | 
ized militia. Representatives Hull and : 
Greene joined in this view. 
Neither In Existence. 


“Is it not a fact,” insisted Repre- 
sentative Greene, “that neither the na- 
tional guard or the regular army, as 
contemplated by the national defense 
act of 1916, was in existence when the | 
border call came?” 

General Scott admitted this was true | 
but reiterated his opinion, however, | 
that’ completion of the new organiza- | 
tion would produce little better re- | 
sults. 

Representative Tilson, of Connecti- | 
cut, asked if the order that men with 
dependent families be discharged was 
“not enough to disorganize any mili- 
tary organization.” 

“That order was issued by the sec- 
retary of war, and I cannot discuss its 
merits,” Genera] Scott said. He ex- 
plained later that the secretary issued | 
no orders of such a character without 
discussion with the chief of staff. 

When the general read figures on | 
national ' guard recruiting, showing, 
that only 15,000 men were collected in | 
four months’ active work throughout | 
the country, and that at a cost of more ! 
than $50 a man, “just to enroll him, 


not to equip him,” Representative 
Greene interrupted. , 

“Was not this after the young vol- 
unteer knew he was to see no active 
service, but merely to do border police 
duty?’ he asked. 

“It was to carry out orders by the 
president of the United States to meet 
an emergency,’ General Scott said.

Cody Describes Fight. 


Regarding the play of the streams 
and the adequacy of the fire equipment, 
Chief Cody, following- some criticism

“My department and my equipment 
were adequate to meet the fire. The 
only suggestion that I could make is 
that I could have used an additional 
aerial truck to great advantage. We 
have but one and there were. many 
times when we had to send long lad- 
ders up to the fourth, fifth and sixth 
stories. As to the water supply, it 
wes plentiful. I certainly do not de- 
pend on the natural water pressure to 
aid in a fight of a five-story building 
fire. My engines were there for pump-

ing purposes, and pump they did. I 
had all the streams playing on the 
building that I thought necessary. If 
there had been tén more streams play- 
ing on the Allen building, the result 
would have been the same. The fact 
that the fire swept to the lower floors 
through the elevator shaft and forced 
us to leave the interior of the top 
stories of the building, prevented any 
good which might have come as a re- 
sult of additional streams. I had plen- 
ty of them and I am satisfied that 
nothing could have changed the result 
under the circumstances.” 

City Building Inspector Hays an- 
nounced Wednesday night that it 
would probably not be necessary to re- 
move i entire wall on the Davison- 
Paxon-Stokes side of the building. The 
wall is a party wall and is cracked 
about half way down, it is stated. This 
part will have to be replaced and work 
of rebuilding will begin as soon as 
the corps ot workers brought on by 
H. H. Dean, of Gainesville, owner 
of the Allen building, has finished raz- 
ing the defective part of the structure. 

“Tt is likely that oniy the three top 
stories of the wall will have to’ be re- 
moved,” stated Mr. Hays. “On the oth- 
er side, the north wall is now showing 
a bulge and the defective part of this 
will have to come down. Work will 
also begin on that Thursday. I doubt 
if more than the top story, or, at most, 
the two top stories of that wall, will 
have to be removed. As it stands now, 
the wall is overhanging the Kress com- 
pany store and makes it unsafe for 
employees or the public to’ use that 
building. I expect to see this reme- 
died at once.” 

During the work of razing the wall 
on the Davison-Paxon-Stokes side the 
building occupied by that firm will be 
nertentty safe, it is declared, as the 
necessary supports will be used. The 
same thing will probably be done to 
the wall on the Kress side. 

The wall on the Broad street side 
will be all right, according to the 
building inspector, unless one of the 
side walls or the Whitehall wall falls.

ATLANTA'S SCHOOL NEEDS. 


Atlanta’s need for new school build- 
ings and additional school facilities and 
equipment is not a question for argument, 
but is both self-evident and urgent. 

Recognizing school improvement of the 
permanent and not of the patchwork sort, 
as imperative, some civic organization must 
take hold of this matter and work contin- 
ually upon it until its success is assured. 
it is a work that is going to demand the 
strongest and most efficient kind of organ- 


ized effort. 

There is no attempt at denial anywhere 
that Atlanta must improve her school sys- 
tem. It is not a question of the future; it 
is essential to meet the imperative demands 
of today... We are now face to face with a 
critical emergency. 

To build as we should build for today 
and for tomorrow’s needs, we think that a 
substantial bond issue is imperative. It is 
not a question of maintenance, but one of 
permanent improvement; and cities all over 
the country, both larger and smaller than 
Atlanta, are authorizing bond issues in 
varied and substantial amounts for the bet- 
terment of their school systems. 

If there are those who think Atlanta 
should not issue bonds for the permanent 
betterment of the school system, they should 
come forward and show how it can be done 
without bonds. If there is another and bet- 
ter way, The Constitution would gladly in- 
dorse it; but we are face to face with the 
proposition that it must be done either by 
bonds or through some other process. 

But whether through bonds or other 
means, we should get to work now and do 


our duty by Atlanta’s school system! 


THE ALLEN FIRE. 


Deplorable under any conditions, the fire 
which yesterday completely destroyed the 
Whitehall street store of the J. P. Allen Com- 
pany is the more‘unfortunate in coming just 
at the close of the best business year At- 
lanta has known in a decade, 


The loss of the Allen store and its con- 
tents at this time will be felt not only by, 


the owners, notwithstanding the fact that 
fortunately there was ample insurance to 
cover. it, but by many Atlantans who had 
come to look upon it as even more than 
“just a store;” to them it had become al- 
most an institution. For some of the partic- 
ular lines which it handled it was noted far 
beyond the limits of Atlanta; and there are 
many, particularly among women shoppers, 
who will experience a keen feeling of regret 
over its destruction. 

But there is another side to the loss of 
the Allen store, and it is found in the busi- 
ness ability and determination of the man 
at the head of it. Beginning:a few years 


ago in a comparatively modest way, Mr. | 


Allen rapidly built a business distinctive in 
its class, developing it into one of the most 
attractive and most popular women’s stores 
in the south. This fire means, therefore, a 
bigger and finer and more comprehensive 
stcre for Atlanta than that which was de- 
stroyed. Mr. Allen is the kind of man who 
will not only come back, but will come back 
quick and strong. 

Before the smoke is cleared away, there- 
fore, we may begin to speculate upon the 
beauty and completeness of the new J. P. 
Allen store. 

Business neighbors on either side of the 
Allen fire suffered perhaps in slight degree,

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but in no case seriously enough to interfere 


even remotely with their holiday trade. | 
Their chief difficulty, no doubt, came through | 
the temporary closing of the streets while | 
the fire was in progress, barring the way | 


of morning shoppers. 

The fact that neighboring business 
houses suffered so little is due to the good 
work of the Atlanta fire department. It had 
a fierce conflagration with which to con- 
tend—and under most adverse conditions— 
and, while it was impossible to save any 
part of it, the excellent work of the depart- 
ment preserved adjacent business houses 
from serious damage and even from mate- 
rial loss. 

With keen sympathy for the loss, At- 
lanta may at least look forward to a hand- 
some and well worth-while improvement in 
the shopping district. 


MILITARISM THE ISSUE. 


From the statements made by the gov- 
ernments of the various entente allies in 
rejecting Germany’s peace proposals, it is 
apparent that the chief thing troubling them 
is so-called German “militarism.” 

Short of absolute exhaustion in men and 
money, the disarmament of Germany, to a 
great extent at least, is the foremost sine 
qua non of peace. Russia was first to make 
that assertion; England and France have 


followed. 

There is, of course, nothing new about 
this. It has been known practically from 
the beginning of the war that the partial 
disarmament of Germany was one of the big 
things at which the allies were aiming. But 
the world is now more than ever impressed 
with the seriousness of the Allied purpose in 
this direction, and perhaps just as much so 
with German determination to oppose it to 
the end. 

Germany has always scorned the sug- 
gestion. Priding herself upon her military 
power—and it has proven one to be proud 
of—she has declared the Allied demand 
merely an effort to reduce her to a second 
rate military power while they continue to 
remain in first place. | According to Ger- 
many, it is merely a question of attempting 
to crush her dominating military power, 
with a view to building it up in England and 
France. It becomes not a question of re- 
moving militarism from Europe, but of trans- 
ferring it from one nation to another. 

What foundation Germany may have for 
her suspicions cannot now be stated. In op 
position to them there is only the emphatic 
denial of the Allied governments. And with 
it comes always the statement of their inex- 
orable determination to insure the future 
peace of Europe by the reduction of the Ger- 
man military prowess. 

The German government will undoubt- 
edly carry out its announced purpose of 
fighting to the last man before it will. con- 
sent to disarm. And as long as the German 
people feel the same way about it the strug- 
gle will go on. The situation in Germany 
has not yet come to a point of conflict be- 
tween people and government, nor is there 
any present indication it will do so. 

Thus German militarism becomes the 
stone wall in the way of peace negotiations. 


And if the two antagonists stand equally 
determined the hope for peace which 
gleamed for a moment becomes again palled 
in darkness. 

There is still the prospect of exhaustion 
of men and money. But we have been talk: 
ing about that now for some three years 
while the contending armies continue to 
fire somewhere around a million shells a 
day! 


VALUE OF LIFE INSURANCE. 


The value of life insurance is well illus- 
trated in the attitude toward it of men of 
big business affairs who, in many instances, 
regardless of their wealth, carry large poli- 
cies upon their lives. 

The late George C. Boldt, proprietor of 
the Waldorf-Astoria hotel, carried $700,000 
on his life, with policies in more than fifty 
companies. The late John D. Archbold, of 
Standard Oil fame, carried heavy life insur- 
ance, though the exact figures are not yet 
known. The instances of millionaires car- 
rying large policies upon their lives are 
more numerous than those in which they 
die without insurance or even with policies 
in merely nominal sums. 

Aside from the business aspect of life 
insurance which men of this class under- 
stand and appreciate, there is the strong 
added reason in the exemption of the pro- 
ceeds of insurance policies from inheritance 
taxes by most of the states having inherit- 
ance tax laws. 

Rulings under the Georgia law exempt 
from inheritance taxes life insurance taken 
in the name of a beneficiary, and this is said 
to be true in other states which tax inher- 
itances. This is a provision which must ap- 
peal not only to the man of wealth who 


seeks to leave a generous proportion of his | 


estate unencumbered by taxation, but to 
any man whose modest accumulations are 


such as would come within the requirements | 
| ular and timely interest; for, with reference 


of the inheritance tax law. 

A man may leave wife and family a 
round sum of ready money in life insurance 
absolutely free from the inheritance tax or 
other burden, and every dollar of which goes 
to their support and comfort. This is not 
true of other classes of property, or even of 
cash in bank. All alike must pay tribute to

January 1.

Al- 
though Governor Harris is considering no 
applications while on his vacation, a number 
of such applications have been urged upon 
him by mail at Daytona, especially in regard 
to the court of appeals appointment.

The plant will be established for the purpose 
of extracting nitrogen from the air, the ni- 
trogen in time of war to be used in making 
ammunition, and in time of peace for fertil- 
izer. It is expected that the report of the 
engineer will be made early in 1917.

Constitution: In your good edi- 
torial in this morning’s issue, headed “Mr, 
Candler Is Right,” you state: “It means 
in the first place the careful selection of a 
finance committee and one which is big and 
broad enough to get away from ward lines 
and provide first for those improvements, 
wherever they are needed, which will mean 
most to the permanent advancement of the 
entire city.” 
Why not abolish ward lines entirely? Mr. 
Candler is a man of remarkable executive 
ability. The mayor is the only member of 
the council to take care of the best inter- 
ests of the entire city. But a mayor alone 
has heavy burdens to carry, and it seems to 
me that it would be for the best interests 
of the city if he had co-operation and some- 
one to share his responsibilities. As at pres- 
ent constituted, an alderman or councilman 
must feel that his first duty is to look after 
the interests of his particular ward; and then 
for the city as a whole. Each one wants 
more than his share for his particular ward, 
and consequently the finances of the city 
are constantly strained—to put it mildly. 
Probably if the mayor had the proper as- 
sistance the troubles could be remedied. If 
the charter of the city was so changed ag 
that the plan for councilmen would remain 
as it is, but to have the number of alder- 
men changed to six, or nine, or twelve, with 
a term of six years, one-third of them to be 
elected every two years, it seems to me that 
the mayor would have the necessary co-op- 
eration from such aldermen. They would be

| Inheritance Tax Law Has Brought 


$141,774.63 Into State’s Treasury 


The inheritance tax law, during 1916, has 


| netted the state $81,301.13, and since the ap- 


proval of the act, in 1914, has brought 
a total net revenue of $141,774.63, according 
to figures now available in the office of 
Comptroller General William A. Wright. Es- 
tates now in the process of settlement will 
run the total receipts since the enactment of 
the act well upward of $300,000. 

Among the largest of the estates from 
which inheritance tax is expected now are the 
Jim Smith estate, of Oglethorpe county, which 
will likely bring in not less than $100,000, 
and the Thomas Egleston estate, of Fulton 
county, which will bring in about $50,000. 

In 1914, during less than half of which 
year the tax act was in effect, the state 
got a total of $6,066.40. This was in the 
face of the fact that the ordinary is allowed 
one year to wind up an estate and remit the 
tax. In 1915, the total inheritance tax to the 
State was $54,407.23. The total for 1916 is 


$81,301.13. It is likely that additional re- 
mittances will be” made to the comptroller 
general before the close of the year. 
Chatham county leads in the amount of 
tax paid, her total being $29,159, of which 
$17,172.52 was paid from the Villalonga e¢s- 


state. 
Fulton county came second with a total 


of $14,783.

County Board of Education Will 
Decide Three Big Questions | oday 


The future policy of the county board of 
education with reference to the medical ex- 
amination of school children and teachers, 
the compulsory school attendance and Yeo- 
mans’ free text-book laws, will be deter- 
mined at the regular monthly meeting of 
the board at the courthouse at 10 o’clock this 
morning. This will be the board's final meet- 
ing for the year and the last meeting during 
the term of E. C. Merry as county superin- 
tendent. 

With reference to the medical supervision 
over the county schools a radical change in 
the existing system will probably be made. 


Under the system now in vogue what medical | 


attention the schools have received has come 


through co-operation with the county board | 


of health. Whenever the school authorities 


needed the services of a physician one has | 


been assigned to the work by the board of 
health. An effort will be made today, it is 
expected, to authorize the employment of an 
additional school official, to be designated 
county school medical examiner, whose du- 
ties will be along practically the same lines 
as those of the medical examiner for the city 
of Atlanta’s schools. 

The compulsory attendance law, enacted 
by the last general assembly last summer 
will go into effect on the first of the year, 
and the board today is expected to decide 
upon a policy for the administration of it. 
Under this law, upon notification of parents 


or guardians by the superintendents of 
schools, all children of the state between the 
ages of 8 and 14 years, will be required either 
to attend a school during three months of 
each year or be able to show cause why they 
should be excused. 

As to the new text-book law which be- 
comes effective January 1, just how it shall 
be administered is considered a big problem. 
Once it has got fairly in operation, of course, 
the difficulties probably will largely disap- 
pear. Under this law each school board, city 
and county, will be the sole dispenser of all 
text-books used by the pupils under its juris- 
diction. These books are to be purchased 
wholesale from publishers upon competitive 
bidding, and furnished to the children as 
follows: 

At a purchase price nominally in excess 
of their cost wholesale to the board; for a 
small annual rental, in which cases the 
books remain the property of the state; or in 
¢ases where the pupils are without means 
either to buy or rent the books, they are to 
be permitted to use the books free. 

Under the law as it has been interpreted 
the school board may designate some book 
dealer to handle the books as agent for the 
school board and according to the board's 
directions. The Fulton county board, it is un- 
derstood, will consider a proposal today for 
disposing of the question by so designating 
some Atlanta firm or man.

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HELP OF RAILROADS 
PLEDGED LAND SHOW 


Governor McCord, of Fed- 
eral Bank, Declares That 
the Southeast Is “Verita- 
bly a Field of Diamonds.” 


Unstinted support and the heartiest 
of co-operation was pledged to the 
Southeastern Land show by more than 
thirty. men representing the various 
railroad lines serving the southeast, at 
a meeting in a local hotel yesterday, 
called by the Georgia Chamber of Com- 
merce, under whose auspices the land 
show is to be held in the Auditorium 
mext February 1-15. 

Throughout the entire meeting a 
Spirit of enthusiasm prevailed, and 
several addresses were delivered, all in 
Support and in the nature‘of an in- 
dorsement of the show. Chief among 
the speakers was Joseph A. McCord, 
governor of the Atlanta Federal Ke- 
serve bank, others being F. J. Robin- 
60n, passenger traffic manager of the 
Central of Georgia railroad; W. L. 
Stanley, assistant to the president ot 
the Seaboard Air Line system; Charles 
J. Haden, president of the Georgia 
Chamber of Commerce; Edward Young 
Clarke, secretary-manager of the state 
chamber and general. manager of the 
Southeastern Land show,¢ and H. B. 
Ehler, of the land show staff. 

“Acres of Diamonds.” 

Mr. McCord declared that the people 
of the southeast are ‘living in the 
midst of acres of diamonds,’ and he 
Said that no other section of the coun- 
try has to offer rural possibilities equal 
to those awaiting exploitation and de- 
oe here in the south and the 
southeast. 

“The southeast is the most remark- 
able section of America,” he declared. 
“It is veritably a field of diamonds and 
all a man has to do is to gather them 
and wash them off and the market is 
ready to purchase them. I believe that 
such a movement as the land show has 
long been needed, and if the railroads 
co-operate as this meeting indicases, 
the success of the movement is as- 
sured.”’ 

“IT am able to say that through the 
Federal Reserve Bank the southeast 
can announce to the nation that those 
who come to till the soil and engage 
in business in this section can, through 
the istrumentality of the Federal RKe- 
serve Bank, locate in Atlanta, and the 
money needed to carry forward to suc- 
cess any undertaking in which they 
may engage and which is of sound 
financial character, is ready. 

“There ‘is even a clause in the fed- 
eral reserve law urging the managers 
of the reserve bank to do all they 
can to stimulate the cattle and hog 
raising industry. It seems to me the 
railroads of the southeast should give 
this movement unlimited co-operation, 
and the large number of leading rail- 
road officials who are here indicate 
that the railroads are in the attitude 
to co-operate to the limit of their 
ability.” 

Says Railroads Will Aid. 


Mr. Stanley said that he feels sure 
that “the railroads, without exception, 
will go the full limit in supporting the

‘port given the administration by the 
late congressman and the Georgia 
‘delegation in the house. This action 
/ Was taken without the solicitation of 
Mrs. Tribble and it is not known here 
whether she will accept. 

The term of Jeptha 
present postmaster, who was appoint- 
ed on the recommendation of Repre- 
sentative Tribble, will expire within a 
few months and the postmaster gen- 
eral has been assured that no more ap- 
propriate appointment could be made. 
In a personal interview with Mr. Bur- 
leson Mr. Harris said he felt sure the 
appointment would be extremely grati- 
fying to the people of Athens, and to 
the friends of Mr. Tribble in the house 
of representatives.

Dr. Holdsworth Says ““Wood- 
row Wilson Was Right 
and I Was Wrong.” 


Money panics have been stopped for- 
ever as the result of the establishment 
of the federal reserve bank system, 
according to Dr. J. T. Holdsworth, dean 


of the school of economics of the Uni- | 


versity of Pittsburg, who in an address 
last night to the Atlanta Association 
of Credit Men and invited guests, in 
the assembly room of the chamber of 
commerce, declared that he had opposed 
such a system, but was now ready tv 
admit that “Woodrow Wilson was right 
and Il was wrong.” 

Dr. Holdsworth declared the banks 
have provided the machinery for con- 
trolling the inflow and outflow of gold, 
and have gone far towards estabuiish- 
ing America’s toreign trade tnrough 
the medium of branch banks in lvor- 
eign Countries. ‘ 

“l am a republican,” said“pr. Holds- 
worth, ‘i was empioyed as one of the 
seven or e@ignt economists who studied 
the currency question for tne moune- 
tary commission. i opposed the federal 
reserve system because 1 believed in 
one central bank. kut, I say here and 
now, and take pleasure in saying it, 
that Woodrow Wilson was right and 

was wrong.” 

In the same spirit Dr. 
Praised the Wilson administration for 
the tariff commission and the federal 
trade commission. 

He declared that this commercial 
Struggle at the close of the HNuropean 
war will be the most uncompromising 
in the gars | of the world, and that 
America stants today almost wholly 
unprepared to face it. Every important 
combatant has mapped out its economic 
program, he said, and in none of them 
has this country been taken into ac- 
count, 

To meet this situation, Dr. Holds- 
worth declared that Americans must 
stop Waste, must’ learn the lesson of 
thrift and economy, must conserve all 
resources of every kind and must vast- 
ly increase efficiency in all lines. of 
commercial and industrial effort. in 
addition to his address there were short 
talks on inventories by Charles J. Metz, 
Professor Kell, of the school of com- 
merce of Georgia Tech; Bolling H.

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ONLY THREE COMPANIES 
OF TROOPS QUARANTINED 


No Epidemic Among Georgia 
Militia and Practically No 
Danger of One. 


— By J. Walter Le Craw. 

El Paso, Texas, December 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Officers of the Georgia infantry 
were much worried today by telegrams 
from home asking about a reported 
epidemic of meningitis and the rumor 
that the Georgia infantrymen are 
quarantined. There is no epidemic 
among the Georgia troops, but on ac- 
count of three cases of meningitis, the 
three companies in which they were 
found have been quarantined. The 
quarantined companies are company I, 
Fifth regiment, commanded by Cap- 
tain Bruckner of Atlanta; company E, 
of the First regiment, from Waynes- 
boro, Ga., and company M, of the Sec- 
ond, from Culloden. The other 33 com- 
panies of the Georgia brigade have 
had no cases of meningitis and have 
not been quarantined. 

Every precaution has been taken to 
prevent any contagion of the dread 
disease, and there are no indications of 
it spreading, and practically no dan- 
ger of any epidemic. The Georgia ar- 
tillery, which is encamped at Fort 
Bliss, seven miles distant from the bri- 
gade of Georgia infantry, has had no 
deaths and no disease of any kind, and 
the artillerymen are in fine health.
